The city of Los Angeles and the 


Los Angeles • county flood control 
and water storage dam in Pudding- 
stone canyon, as the result, of a 
conference held last week between 
Chairman McClellan of tho board of 
supervisors, William Mulholland for 
tho city, and Flood Control Engi- 
neer Reagan. 


Such 
co-operation, if 
effected, 


will save considerable to the tax- 
payers. 
The flood control district already 


is committed to the construction of 
the Puddingstonc dam and reser- 
voir, bonds for this purpose having 
been voted at the election of May 
10, last. The flood control reservoir 
is to havcya capacity of 20,000 acre 
feet, and the estimated cost is 
$1,750,000. 


The city also is confronted with 


the necessity of providing storage 
for water which will be brought 
from the Colorado river. Just as 
the supervisors were about to con- 
sider bids fdr the flood control dam 
construction, which had been sub- 
mitted 
by contractors, 
Engineer 


Mulholland 
suggested that 
they 


postpone this action until he should 
have a chance to submit certain pro- 
posals. 


PROPOSALS FAVORED 


The proposals were for joint con- 


struction of a double duty dam, and 
were laid before Engineer Reagan 
and Chairman McClellan. 


"The proposal made by Mr. Mul- 


iiolland seems t'o me and Mr. Rea- 
gan to bo sensible," Chairman Mc- 
.Clellan said after the conference. 
""Mr. Mulholland will prepare de- 
tails immediately and we excpet to. 
have 
a 
comparatively complete 


plan before •us for consideration 
next week." 


The proposal is that the city sup- 


erimpose upon the earth-filled 160- 
foot flood control dam an additional 
twenty-five feet and such extra 
thickness as will be necessary to 
support the greater height and the

capacity, the city could have the 
use of 'varying proportions of the 
flood control storage capacity during 
the dry season, under an agreement 
which would require that the flood 
control district's share, be vacated 
in. ample' time to handle the run-off 


' 
ao& winter rains. 'This would 


bo in tire season during which the 
cityfs neVads would be at a mini- 
mum. 
The Puddingstone canyon site is 


well adapted to the city's require- 
ments, as its elevation is such that 
it both could receive water from 
the Colorado aqueduct, and dis- 
charge by gravity into all existing 
city reservoirs except the San Fer- 
nando. 


Mr. Mulholland said that inas- 


much as _£he county is required to 
proceed as fast as possible with 
the construction of the • Pudding- 
stone reservoir the city must, of 
necessity, join with the county on 
the proposition within the near fu- 
ture if it is going to go in at all, 
and assume, of course, that the Col- 
orado aqueduct is going to go 
through. 


Until the plans are gone into with 


some detail, it will be impossible, 
he said, to say how much of a sav- 
ing will be effected by the joint 
construction of the project.

Solution 


Kayso Spray 


Spreader 


Past President 


of Club Tells 


of Paris Visit 


The fallowing communication has 


boon received by Mrs. Mary M. Co- 
inan, president of the Covina Wo- 
man 's club, from Miss Helen Broad- 
well, past-president, who has been 
studying music in Paris: 


Paris, Sept. 28, IMS. 


My dear Mrs. Coman nntl 


Club Members: 


I have often thought of you all 


many, many times since I left home, 
and now 1 am sending you the first 
letter I have written since arriving 
in my new home in Paris. I have 
so many things to say I scarcely 
know where to begin, but first of 
all I am going to wish you a success- 
ful year's work, which I know you 
will have because you are all so good 
about entering into everything we 
try to undertake and if there is any 
one message I can send you above 
fill others it is this: Begin your club 


I work today, October twelfth, valu- 


I ing it as you never have before— 
because our women's clubs and our 
women's movements in general (lire 
something which one does not find 
over here. Yes, there is a woman's 
club in Paris and also in London, 
but they are not universal, they are 
only as little oases in a desert. 
You all know how very enthusiastic 
I am about our work and how I feel 
the general federation of women's 
clubs is one of the greatest move- 
ments on earth, and if that is pos- 
sible I feel more enthusiastic than 
ever. I feel the day is coming when 
it is going to be up to the women of 
the world to set things straight and 
our clubs are the beginning. 
For 


the world is far from being straight 
at present. I notice it in so many 
little 
things. 
For 
example, one 


of the ,. students at Fontainbleau 
wished to purchase a piece of music 
composed by a modern Austrian 
composer and he discovered it could 
not be obtained here in France at all 
because the sale of it is forbidden. 
Again, although one sees very many 
foreigners and hears many strange 
languages, there are no 
Germans 


seen, nor is the language 
heard. 


In many ways is the bitterness to- 
ward Germany felt. 
Students re- 


turning from Germany say the same 
feeling against 
France is every- 


where apparent. 
It all seems so' 


very wad to me. Why cannot nations 
be :it peace, but here in Europe war 
is a tradition, armies and navies 
have always been a part of their 
daily life, and they cannot seem to 
grasp the idea as yet, that life with- 
out war is possible, so let us, in the 
club, in our daily life, cling to our 
ideals and work for them, for un- 
doubtedly our country must be the 
leader in the right principles for in- 
ternational affairs and our women 
must be tins most courageous of our 
nation. I could write pages on this 


subject, but it is not a very pleasant 
one, so I will go on and attempt to 
merely entertain you a little with 
a few of my experiences, but please, 
let me ask all of you first, to take 
your club work as seriously as you 
know how, and to consider 
your 


rights as a citizen, a voter, a great 
privilege. 


My room-mate and I, a San Ber- 


nardino girl, -who is very talented at 
the piano, moved into Paris from 
Fontainebleau 
Saturday 
morning. 


Wa had a great time getting off with 
all our baggage as over here one car- 
ries all their baggage along with 
them, so wo left the palace in a lit- 
tle one horse shay with two trunks, 
three suit cases, two large 
hat 


boxes, besides some extra coats and 
the like. 
We made our train by 
"the skin of our teeth" because al- 
though we had ordered our carriage 
the night before, they simply cannot 
be bothered to hurry and we were 
late leaving the palace. But ai any 
rate we did get off. We had intend- 
ed haying some breakfast at the sta- 
tion in Paris, but again we found 
our baggage a care, 
so we came 


straight out here to our new abode. 
We are in an apartment, a very 
beautiful one, with a very charm- 
ing French woman, a friend of my 
room-mate's aunt, so we are. excep- 
tionally fortunate. 


Sunday morning we went to. the 


Russian church, which is near us, and 
I can truly say it was one of the 
most interesting things I have done 
yet. 
The service is Greek Catholic 


and- quiet Oriental in 
character. 


Theve seems to be some sort of spec- 
ial service going on and the building 
was simply packed, everyone stand- 
ing, as there were no chairs. Of 
course the congregation was entire- 
ly Rushian, and very fine looking 
people they were. 
The music was 


superb. 
Never in my life have I 


heard anything to equal it. First, 
the priest would chant in a beauti- 
ful, 
deep bass voice, then the con- 


gregation would come in, then the 
choir, which seemed to come from 
all corners of the church. You sim- 
ply cannot imagine it! The music 
at times was .weird, but the harmon- 
ies were gorgeous 
and 
colorful. 


Nearly the entire service was sung 
and there were at least six or seven 
more priests who appeared, retired 
and reappeared. 
The reverence of 


the congregation 
surpassed any I 


have yet seen. I am greatly inter- 
ested anyway in the different forms 
of religion and personaly I can wor- 
ship equally well in any church, no 
matter what the creed or the lan- 
guage, so long as the true spirit of 
worship is felt. 


In the afternoon we mot some of 


our friends from the conservatoire 
and went to the Petit Palais, where 
one of the many collections of paint- 
ings and sculpture is housed. 
As 


some of our group were artists it 
made the afternoon doubly inter- 
esting. 
Then later my 
room-mate 


and I walked home. 
The 
Petit 


Palaen is near the Tuluncs Gardens 
and we live out beyond the Arc 


do Triumpht, ntnr Pnrk Monceau, 
so we had a very, beautiful little 
jaunt, but were a' bit footsore and 
hungry when we arrived because it 
was a walk of over two miles. 
' Paris is such a wonderful place, 
there is so much that it beautiful 
and interesting to see and do. So 
far I have really just skimmed the 
surface. The other night my room- 
mate and I went to a French theater 
for the .first time. It was one of the 
old theaters, built in 1789 in one of 
the most historical parts of the city, 
where the old Roma.n city was. The 
play was "Zaza," and was very 
well done. I had difficulty in under- 
standing the French during the first 
act, but after that my ears seemed 
to become accustomed to their ac 
cent and I understood the remainder 
very well indeed. The star was not 
at all beautiful, but she was a splen 
did actress. The audience was as 
interesting to us as the play itself. 
I think we were the only Americans, 
so we really saw a real French 
group. All during the summer we 
saw more Americans all over Paris 
than anything else, so wu thorough- 
ly enjoyed the audience. There were 
two things we noted the other even- 
ing—the fat people and the lovers! 
We had very large fat people on 
either side of us, and fortunately 
for us they had not been eating 
garlic, because their own seats were 
scarcely large enough for them and 
they infringed on ours! And every 
one makes love in public—young 
lovers, husbands and wives, old ami 
young. The fat, chubby couple, man 
and wife, next to me were most af- 
fectionate all during the play. 
It 


was almost embarrassing for us, as 
we are not accustomed to it, of 
course. 


I must say goodbye to all of you 


for now, and I hope this letter 
reaches you for the first day. One 
of the artists from Fontainbleau 
who is leaving tomorrow is going to 
"personally conduct" this letter as 
far as New York for me, as the 
time is rather short. I should have 
written a week sooner, but there 
were so many farewells to be said, 
so many farewell walks to take 
through those beautiful palace gar- 
dens that the days simply took 
wings and fled. When I return 
home to you all you will be unable 
to hush me up, I'll have so much to 
tell you. 


Goodbye and good luck, with lots 


of love.
